• The objection of Claims 11-17, and 20-21 has been withdrawn due to the 
cancellation of the claims in the amendment. 

• The rejection of Claims 25, and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bryans et al (US 7,141,606) in view of Berge et al (J. of Pharmaceutical 
Sciences, 66,no. 1, Jan, 1977, p. 1-19) has been withdrawn due to the modification 
of the claims made in the amendment.
